MAINTAINING BUS SERVICE 


\ volume of protest has been roused throughout Alber- 
ta through the threat to put the bus companies out 
of business. Tliis district is relatively, well situated in 
comparison with many other areas of the province, but 
elimination of‘the bus service would have serious conse¬ 
quences in additional expense'to individuals and much 
more general use of cars and trucks in travel. 

It is not necessarily a criticism of administration of 
railway service to say that the existing train service 
does not mett the needs of the'public. It is understood 
that freight deliveries along the Crows Nest are very 
heavy, and are responsible for much of the irregularity 
in t’ain schedules which prevails. But the fact remains 
that no dependence can be placed upon the hour of ar¬ 
rival of the morning train. Scheduled for 11 a.m., it may 
not urrive till as late as 1 p.m. The mail service is in 
consequence very much less satisfactory than in'former 
years, but this i3 borne with as a development of war 
conditions. If, however, the travelling public was also 
limited to this uncertainty of schedule, it would be much 
more serious. At present there are four buses north¬ 
ward, and four sou’h, connecting with other buses trav¬ 
elling n all directions. This makes travel to any neces¬ 
sary point possible with a minimum of delay and ex¬ 
pense.

The new potential oilfield of Fort 
McMurray is now at the start of big 
development. Drilling crews are now 
at work, with the future prospect of 
successful separation and refining, of 
many products and bye-products. 

The Imperial Oil Review in describ¬ 
ing how Canada is geared to meet the 
petroleum challenge of war, points to 
the technical developments and scien¬ 
tific research which were carried on in 
peace years.

GENERAL ORDER 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics has found that 
the coat of living index number for October 1, 
1942, is 117.8 (adjusted index 116.9) as compared 
with the cost of living index number for July 2, 
1942, of 117.9 (adjusted index 117). 

The Wartime Wages Control Order, P. C. 5963, 
provides in Section 48 (iv): 

“the amount of the bonus shall not be 
changed unless the cost of living index 
number has changed one whale point or 
more since the last general order of the 
Board requiring an increase or, decrease in 
: the amount thereof.” 

The index number not having changed by one 
whole point or more since July 2, 1942, pursuant 
to the provisions of P. C. 5963 as stated, the 
National War Labour Board orders that the terms 
of its General Order dated August 4, 1942, shall 
continue to apply for the period November 15, 
1942, to February 15, 1943, subject to the right of 
employers or employees to apply to a War Labour 
Board for authorization of payment of such an 
amount of cost of living bonus as a Board may 
determine to be “fair and reasonable,” under the 
provisions of the Order.

Supplies Rushed by Red Cross So 
i iuA 1800 Canadians Captured at 
Dieppe May Have Happier 
Christmas 


The Canadian Red Cross has under¬ 
taken to rush supplies to the prisoners 
of war captured at Dieppe so that 
their dreary outlook may be somewhat 
lightened during the Christmas season 

Each parcel, weighing 11 pounds, 
has been shipped already, and will 
bring comfort to all of the 1800 Cana¬ 
dian prisoners. The parcels each con¬ 
tain 3 pairs of socks, turtle neck 
sweater, scarf, balaclava helmet, un- 
deiwaar, pajamas, shirts, towels, shav¬ 
ing kit, hairbrush and comb, handker¬ 
chiefs, chewing gum and a comfort 
bag containing 14 items such as soap, 
tooth brush, etc. 

In addition to this, the Canadian 
Red Cross is providing the 1800 men 
with cigarettes and foodstuffs at a 
cost of $25,000.
